!)>  f  M.vrrnnr-Cenerars  warrants,  were  approved  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment this  eveninp.  The  reKnilatir)ns  cover  the  period  to  the  end 
of  the  current  fiscal  year,  March  31,  and  provide  federal  assistance 
to  nknnkipalittea  ondertakingr  civic  worfcs  during  the  Winter  months ; 
to  municipalities  on  account  of  the  unemployment  where  work  can- 
not be  provided,  and  for  the  relief  of  distress  in  unorganized  districts. 
A  special  feature  of  the  repulation.s  is  that  in  the  case  of  uncmplov 
raent  of  former  members  of  the  Canadian  and  British  forces  now  in 
Canada,  and  who  were  discharged  physically  fit.  the  C^ovemment 
xmUI  reimburse  municipalities  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  the  dis- 
bursements made  for  unemployniait  relief,  the  provincial  And  muni- 
cipal authorities  to  bear  the  remaining  half.

Ml.  Harding  Urges  Acceptance 
of  Compromise  Plan — Naval 
Treaty  Gets  Some  Further 
Oonslderation 


WABHINOTO.N.  Jan.  L'5.  The  aid 
of  rrealdcnt  Harding  haa  been  <  n 
Hated  by  the  urms  delegutea  to  bring 
Japan  and  China  into  agreement  on 
Bbantung.  Taking  a  dirao^  hand  in 
tha  Waablagton  nagottattoaa  for  the 
flrat  time,  tha  President  today  urged 
the  Chlnaae  to  accept  the  latest  cotr^- 
promise  offer  and  thu«  remove  from 
the  Held  of  cuntruveray  a  Mubjoct 
which  hiiM  become  a  barrier  to  the 
progreMH  of  the  conference.  Whether 
the  move  la  to  auccaed  appaara  to 
rest  largely  with  Peking. 

The  Japanese  already  have  Inill- 
Ciited  Informally  their  wllllngneaa  to 
make  the  piincipal  conceaaUuia  pro- 
poaed,  and  the  I'realdent  approached 
the  Chineae  only  after  tha  Japaaaaa 
imbaaaador,  had  Informed  tba  State 
Department  that  hla  Oovamment  waa 
ready  to  accept  a  tender  of  good 
ofllcen. 

The  aettlement  plan  sponsored,  by 
President  Harding'  daato  only  with 
.the  return  of  tba  TBtngtao-Tainanfu 
railroad,  sabstantlally  all  other  ques- 
tions havlnjj  been  agreed  upon  In  the 
exchanKCfl  between  the  Japanese  and 
Chinese  I'nder  the  propoaal  Japan 
would  abandon  her  propoaltloa  for  a 
lean  to  China,  and  the  lattar  would 
purohaaa  tba  road  wltb  traaaory 
notaa  payable  at  option  from  Ave  to 
flfteen  yeara  hence.  China  would  re- 
ceive poenesnlon  within  five  ye.irM, 
but  would  willidraw  opposition  lo  re- 
tention of  a  Japaneae  traflSo  oflloar 
and  accounting  agent  daring  tba 
period  of  payment.

VAN'COUVKK,  Jan.  2t.— Whether 
or  not  the  United  Parmara  of  British 
Columblii  ahuulii  form  a  political 
l<arty  in  the  I'ruvlnctt  la  likely  iv  be 
one  of  the  leading  Ibsm  a  uf  Interest 
In  the  Karmere*  annual  convenUon 
whleh  opened  here  today.  At  a  aseet* 
log  of  directera  a  reeolutlon  was  pre- 
I'ured.  which  will  be  submitted  to  the 
convention,  that  no  action  ba  taken 
tu   organlae   for  political  purposes. 

On  the  utht  I  hand,  I'resldent  II.  A. 
Cupeland  recunmienda  affiliation  with 
the  t'anudlaii  Ooum'll  of  Agriculture 
and  the  adoption  of  a  platform  in 
preparation  for  future  elections.  Some 
up-country  members  say  tha  daalra- 
bllity  of  Britlah  Columbia  gatUng  in 
line  with  the  National  Progreaalve 
party  in  (he  Kant  and  throughout  the 
I'raliifH  Ih  Im  \>f  liisistcil  upon.  The 
whole  (|Ufatlun  will  be  fought  out  on 
the  floor  of  the  convention  hall. 

In  bla  annual    addrees  Preaidant 

<  opaland  declared  members  of  parlia- 
ment at  Ottawa  would  be  looked  in 
for  rigid  economy  anj  progressive 
icKlalatlon. 

Urging  affiliation  with  the  Council 
of  Agriculture,  Mr,  Copelaiid  said 
that  there  wae  no  doubt  the  eouaoll 
In  today  and  wfll  continue  to  be  the 
mouthpiece  for  agriculture  at  Ottawi, 
British  Coluitibia  should  h.ive  repre- 
wentrttlon  on  that  body. 

Itegardlng  the  need  of  retrench- 
ment In  public  expenditures,  Mr. 
Copeland  declared  tha  diacontlnuance 
of  the  Bcnate  would  result  In  a  saving 

of  over  half  a  million  dollars. 

The  Hank  Act,  he  said,  ia  due  for 
revision  next  year,  and  "we  will  look 
for  amendments  that  will  provide  for 
the  payment  of  a  due  proportion  of 
the  profits  Into  the  national  treasury 
instead  of  being  used  to  Increase  the 
capital  of  private  oom p.uilea  or  pny 
larKo  dividends  on  bank  stock."

Preeldent  Copeland  urged  the  con- 
vention to  draft  a  farmers'  ptattform 
before  adjournment,  mo  that  when  an- 
either  election  comes  nround  we  will 
have  n  platform  to  put  up  to  the  eati- 
dldates  and  if  they  did  not  endorse 
our  plntfom.  then  It  nhould  1i>o  up  to 
us  to  support  a  candidate  who  will.

oee  to  live  on. 

The  w^om  of  cutting  down  ex 
pendlfure  was  apparent,  he  snld,  and 
the  only  ultimate  rrrnpdy  will  come 
through  retronchmont  'n  expenditure 
find  lnrrpaj»e  In  tii.xatlon.  Neither  of 
these  will  ho  e.isj-  to  accomplish.  Mr. 
Copeland  declared  that  "one  further 
consideration  may  help  to  atlKen  the 
backs  of  the  fsrmen  and  help  tham 
to  Uke  a  strong  stand  In  this  matter. 
It  hae  been  pointed  out  that  tiixatlon 
will  have  to  be  ln<'renspd  The  M\or 
nse  man  may  think  this  i  nn  ho  <■  i.n||\ 
ncromplished  and  that  taxation  can 
be  ipvlf-d  upon  .ind  collected  from  all 
Industries  and  professions  and  eecM- 
patlona  with  equal  facility.

We  do  not 
force  people  to  be  good.  It  can't  be 
done  by  force."  eald  Dr.  C.  H.  Huestis, 
neld  eeeretary  of  the  Lord's  Day 
Alliance,  epeaklng  before  the  local 
branch  in  Weeley  Church  PB  Tuesday 
evening. 

**tt  Is  impossible  to  plaster  good- 
ness on  a  man  from  the  outside,"  he

Sir,  On  the  o<  i  asion  of  the  aiHUial 
election  of  ofBce  Imlder^  r<>r  I  lie 
Victoria  unit  of  the  Arni>  and  Navy 
Veterana  In  Canada,  Thuraday,  Janu- 
ary 26,  a  few  wtirda  on  the  line  record 
of  thto  unit  will  be  <tf  intaraat  to  your 
readera. 

Tbto  unit  waa  tba  ^rat  organiaation 

of  ex-aervice  men  to  look  after  the 
intareata  of  d.'scharRcd  nallurH  nnd 
aoldlara  in  the  city  Its  tThurter  is 
dated  December  16.  IKIH.  During  Its 
first  year  her«  the  unit  had  thirty  ex- 
aallor  and  aoldler  members  who  were 
too  old  for  evain  tha  Great  War.  In 
fact  ita  mambarahip  quallBoatlon  waa, 
and  atilt  to.  vary  wide.  Oaa  muat  re- 
member that  there  have  been  other 
wars,  both  on  i.< n.  and  laiul  bcfme  the 
Great  War,  mid  the  fighting  men  of 
thoae  wdiM  hid  t.i  wiilt  tiitinv  i.-:iim 
(12  to  24  years)  before  a  medal  was 
Issued  further,  the  unit  for  several 
yeara  after  ita  formation  waa  the  only 
one  for  ex-tnembers  cf  the  Itoyitl 
Navy  ar  Marcbaat  B^rrtoa;  ao  much 
s  •  waa  thla.  that  by  raaaon  of  the 
volume  of  eorraapondance  with  tha 
Dominion  Department  of  Naval  Ser- 
vice, this  unit  became  one  of  the  rec- 
ognized channels  through  Which 
concesslomi  wi-re  granted  and  regula- 
tions were  Improved. 

It  atanda  to  raaaon  that  the  serre- 
•Ury  of  the  unit  had  hla  handa  fu' 
with  thto  adjuatroant  eorraapondance 
alone,  without  the  added  work  of 
atiparvlalng  the  ctubrooms  and  can- 
teen funda.

Department  of  Militia, 
itoyal  Marines,  etc. 

Ouilng  the  year  1921  the  secret.try, 
Mr.  C.  F.  Ik  Money,  baa  of  my  own 
knowledge  done  very  alBelant  work 
aod  I  am  going  to  give  him  my  aup- 
port  for  the  year  1122. 

The  iiiei<-  number  of  meioberK  In 
aif  organisation  is  not  much  of  a 
criterion  aa  to  its  quality;  It  Is  neces- 
aary  to  analyae  the  Ogu#-ea;  for  In- 
ataaoe,  how  many  hava  been  mem- 
bera of  tha  unit  or  branch  for  three 
yearn?  Wall,  the  paid-up  atrength  of 
the  unit  on  December  31.  1921,  waa 
400,  of  Whom  about  2no  have  been 
on  the  atrength  for  three  or  more 
years.  These  200  repreaeiit  the  sur- 
vival of  many  mdTa  applicants,  aa 
the  qualiflcatluna  of  each  applicant 
are  carefully  gone  over  by  the  com- 
mittee for  memberahlp.

"Few  men  are  aa  wall  qualified  to 

rpeak  on  a  eubjcct  Involving  mich  a 
thorough  grasp  of  International  c(>n- 
diiiotis,"  Mill  f'realdent  B  C.  .\icholn:.. 
I'll  rodui  lilt;  Col.  Forster.  "Tho  (  'h- 
Ii'eruii  ai  \\'iiBhlngton.  If  it  ;'<ii.i.i- 
I '!*hes  no'»i,i'-;  <»l8e  hns  bruugn.  the 
nationa  of  the  world  closer  together 
and  created  a  better  underatnndlng. 
It  to  gratifying  to  know  that  In  the 
forefront  of  thoae  who  have  been 
striving  for  an  ellminatiun  of  the 
rausee  of  d'acord  which  provoke  w.ir 
II 'o  the  r<'preaent(itlvea  of  the  inllli;iry 
fi  r>-e«." 

Col.  Forater  painted  aut  that  tho 
primary  duty  of  Britain'a  military 
men  at  the  preacnt  Juncture  waa  to 

hope  for  the  best,  but  prepare  for  the 

worst. 

"We  li.'ive  got  to  l.'iy  our  jilaim.  n^t 
for  probablllllex,  but  for  posalbllitle.-." 
he  aald.  "I  have  Jutit  been  reading  ;i 
buolt  called  'The  Rlatng  Tide  of  Color.' 
which  emphaalaea  the  cleavage  be- 
tween the  white  and  the  colored  races 
of  the  world.  The  writer  aeeka  to 
ahow  that  a  struggle  between  the  two 
great  races  li  Inevitable,  but  I  am 
Inclined  to  think  that  be  exaggwrat^^ 
the  possibility  of  such  a  contest,  if 
Indeed  there  la  to  ba  one  ut  all." 

Col.  Forster  reviewed  the  rising  race 
t-onsclousnews  nnong  the  colored 
peoples  of  the  World.  lafKelv  »i!»  a  re- 
sult of  their  participation  In  the  war 
against  a  white  foe.  and  he  recalled 
how  the  victory  of  the  Japaneee  over 
the  Ruaalana  had  been  heralded  aa 
ushering  In  a  new  era  In  which  tb« 
colored  races  would  be  supreme. 

He  H[>oke  of  the  service  dune  l.>  the 
aoldleiH  of  India  UuHng  the  war  and 
aald  thai  :»«  a  result  of  that  service 
what  amounted  to  a  new  constitution 
had  been  given  to  India.  "It  to  mtich 
to  be  regretted,"  he  said,  "that  the 
preaent  state  6f  affairs,  with. the  agita- 
tion for  more  thorough  Independence, 
has  prevented  this  new  constitution 
receiving  the  fair  trial  to  whtoh  It  is 
entitled." 

He  referred  to  the  part  played  by 
African  black  treopa  In  the  World 
War  and  the  fine  of  negro  sentiment 

in  the  United  States,  but  ho  snld  thnt 
nil  these  movements  belonged  to  the 
iHtegory  of  minor  pos.Hlhllltlen  rather 
than  to  major  po8nibilltles  of  war. 
such  as  the  emergency  in  which  the 
world  waa  plunged  in  1814,  when  alt 
the  military  and  eoonomlo  forces  of 
the  Empire  ware  required  to  render 
their  maximum  aervlee. 

"If  there  W  to  be  another  world 
struggle,"  said  Col.  Forster.  "it  le  not 
likely  to  b"  H  conflict  between  the 
colored  and  white  raoea^  but  a  conflict 
between  different  branchea  of  tha 
white  race.  One  may  aaaily  iroigine 
a  war  waged  by  nationa  seeking  re- 
venge for  their  lossea  In  the  laat  great 
strugKle.  hei  ;iuse  nationa.  Ilka  in- 
(luiilii.ils  iiie  e.xtreniely  human,  (ler- 
many.  llnnKary.  Turkey,  and  to  n 
leeeer  ileirre"  Auxtria  end  Bulgaria 
would  be  glad  to  aetoa  an  opportunity 
of  getting  aome  of  thair  awn  back. 
If  we  ara  wtoa,  wa  ngoal  reeogntae 
auch  a  poaalblllty  and  ba  read|r  to  face 
it." 

I  Swallowetl  by  Soivlat 

Col.  Forater  also  referred  to  tha 
amaller  states  which  had  suffered 
from  a  mlsapplicjition  of  the  principle 
of  oalf-<Vatermlnatlon.  Under  thi:^ 
head  he  Included  Oeorgia, '  Armenia 
and  nd)r(cetit  countries,  which  lately 
had  b<  en  swiilluwed  l!p  by  Rovlt-t 
Uussla.  Then  th»rp  were  the  un- 
stable Baltic  provinces,  such  as  Fin- 
land. F,athonla.  lAtvIa  and  Lithuania, 
Intact  in  an  ethnological  eense,  al- 
though of  doubtful  security  econ- 
omically. He  explained  that  tbyae 
pountrlea  taolated  Ruaala  from  the  aea- 
const  and  Ihnt  .'<uch  conditions  did  not 
make  for  perm.Tiient  pence.  Poland 
was  similarly  situated,  with  heredi 
larv  enemies  on  all  sides.
